THE  TEXAS  LUMBERMAN  REPORTS

Comments  and  Questions  are  invited  !! 

E.  E.  McDonald  Lumber  Co.  operated  a  mill  from 
1928  to  1942.  The  daily  capacity  was  20,000  board  feet.  (No  tokens  known.) 

BON  WEIR,  TEXAS  (E.  Newton  Co. )  -  Town  was  established  in  1905  as  a  railroad  .station 
to  serve  Trotti  and  Lee's  Mill.  It  was  named  for  B.  F.  Bonnar  and  R.  M.  Weir, 
officials  of  the  Kirby  Lumber  Co.  Kirby  established  a  sawmill  in  1918  and  operated 
until  1924.  A  second  mill  was  operated  from  1927  to  1929,  and  a  third  mill  operated 
fran  1932  to  1935.  It  continued  to  be  used  as  a  shipping  point  for  timber  in  1949. 

(No  tokens  are  known  from  this  town  but  Kirby  Lumber  Co. ,  headquartered  in  Houston, 
did  use  the  same  tokens  at  all  of  their  locations.) 

CONNELL,  TEXAS  (W.  Orange  CO.)  -  Town  was  established  in  1905  by  the  Reese-Corrier 
Lumber  Co.  It  was  named  for  John  Connell.,  father-in-law  of  two  members  of  the 
company.  The  sawmill  ceased  operations  in  1927.  Population  at  the  peak  of  operations 
in  Connell  was  200.  Prior  to  the  sawmill  operations  the  site  was  named  Diana  and 
there  was  a  large  brick  factory  in  operation  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  (No 
tokens  are  known  for  this  location.) 

JOY,  TEXAS  (Cass  Co.)  -  It  was  established  as  a  lumber  mill  site  in  1933  by  Will 
Grogan,  who  named  the  settlement  for  his  grandchild.  In  1949  the  mill  employed  100 
people.
